This message quotes an Interview 


with Herr Call,

in which the minister confirmed the 
news of the recent reduction in .Aus- 
tria's bread rations. 
This, he said, 
was-due to insufficient supplies from 
Bessarabia and Hungary. 
The entire 1917 harvest from these 
sources has-been distributed and con- 
sumed, the minister stated, and the 
Rumanian harvest also used up. bring- 
ing the entire process of replenish- 
ment to a full stop, the government, 
therefore, being obliged to reduce the 
rations. 
The supplies exported from 
the Ukraln were very unsatisfactory 
in quantity while the agreement made 
with Germany several months ago had 
been altered with the Germans tak- 
ing over the entire distribution of the 
Ubrain supply. Of these Austria was 
guaranteed certain quantities.

Kngllsh language, except that the. dis- 
trict board or the board of education 
may,

their discretion, cause any 
foreign language to be taught by a 
competent teacher to such pupils ns 
desire it, not to exceed one hour each 
day.While 1-awrence in his statement 
said: 
"But -would yot! believe that in 
some states — as Wisconsin. North Da- 
kota and South Dakota — state money 
Has been spent largely for the main- 
tenance of public schools that are ex- 
clusively German, In which the in- 
struction is given in the German lan- 
guage, the pupils talk German an.d the 
teacher talks German — and English is 
the foreign tongue?" 
Mr. Cary makes a detallec reply to 


the matter in which he refutes the 
wholly unfounded state'. icnts

by Mr. Lawrence. 
"Within a year two schools," de- 
clares 
State 
Superintendent 
Cary, 
"were reported t* us ns exceeding the 
amount of time permitted by law for 
foreign language instruction, not as 
described In .the article in the Post, 
but merclv 
as exceeding somewhat 
the UnUtAtion of the law as to an hour 
a day o finstructton in a foreign lan- 
guage. 
Tn one of these schools it was 
only n.n apparent violation since there 
were theee teachers In the school, and 
the report gave the aggregate. 
The 


language in this case was Polish. In 
the other rase the instruction in Ger- 
man slightly exceeded the one hour 
but I was officially informed that that 
school promptly compiler!

•veil not be- disseminated .through the 
medium of the Janesvllle public li- 
brary. 
Books of pro-German origin 
are conspicuous by Iheir absence there 
and they jwill not succeeed in guinlng 
any foothold if determined action by 
the library staff can prevent it. Not 
'a. book, not a line of pro-German or- 
igin can be found among the thous- 
an'ds of volumns' in the building. 
What ia^more this propaganda has 


not the slightest chance of getting in- 
to Janesrvllle's library. 
Miss Mary A. 
Jigan. city librarian, is on her guara 
ngr.inst any literature that smacks of 
Knlserlsm and has .decreed 
that it 


, shall not gain a place on the library 
shelves. 
A thorough v/eeding out -of 
all pro-German books was undertaken 
some time ago under the direction of 
(Miss Kgan. 
One vorume in any way 


! ciuestionable was alone found, entitled

An attempt made recently to intro- 
duce a pro-German magazine ir.to the 
library was likewise frustrated by Miss 
Egon. who said that the library staff 
was always on the lookout to keep 
enemy propaganda out of the library.

past three years, and ihe demand for 
the few books now in the library is 
growing smaller. The largest number 
ot 
German 
language 
booksy drawn 
from the library in any month this 
year was during January, when thlr- 
ty-i.even books were-takeri out. Since 
then the number has decreased stead- 
ily, 
until last month only thirteen of 
these books were drawn out. 
These 
books' go out in the hands of older 
people, most of them old German set- 
tlers, while there is no demand for 
thtm whatever from the younger gen- 
err.11on, according to the librarian; 
What 
German 
lyanguage 
books 
there are In the library are nearly all 
fiction. Many are by the old classical 
writers, such as Schiller, Goethe, and 
Htine, and 
contain 
no propaganda. 
The library now 'has but four small 
shelves of these books. 
Attention to the. use of public li- 
braries for dissemiating pro-German 
propaganda was brought by "officials 
in Chicago the first of this week, when 
a particularly rabid 
book by Cpunt 
Julius Anrtreassy, entitled "Whose Sin 
Is the World War," was found and im- 
mediately removed from 
the 
library 
shrives. 
The book lays the blame for 
tho war on about every country but 
Germany, who is held up as being 
guiltless. Internment will be the fate 
of every other book of like nature.

•Washington, June 19.—New chap- 
ters in the romance of platinum, once 
thrown away as wates. but now the 
most sought-after metal in the world, 
have been written since the war be- 
gan.

Women spies and diplomatic agents 
are playing: the frame of international 
intrlque to control even an ounce of 
the "noble metal." as it is known to 
eeologists, so valuable has it become 
and so necessary to the prosecution 
of >the -world war. 


The ITnitod States government took 
a hand in the eame by commondeer- 
inff all unworked platinum in this 
country, setting therefore a price of

an ounce, as
